CHINESE PRELIM INARY REPLY 
IS VERY CONCILIATORY 
AND FRIENDLY 
By EUGENE LYONS 
(United Press Staff Correspondent) 
Moscow, July 17—War clouds which 
have hovered over Asia since the Chin­ 
ese seizure of the Eastern railway in 
Manchuria began to dissipate today 
with Nanking's eleventh-hour reply to 
the three-day ultimatum of the Soviet 
Union demanding an immediate con­ 
ference for the settlem ent of the criti­ 
cal dispute. 
Although the Chinese note was mere­ 
ly u preliminary reply, 
pending 
re­ 
ceipt in Nanking of the full text of 
the Soviet ultimatum, its tone was so 
conciliatory and friendly that danger 
of war seemed temporarily obviated. 
The note was transmitted 
to 
the 
Soviet foreign office by the Chinese 
charge d’affaires late last night, short­ 
ly before R ussia’s time limit fear 
expired. 
The 
Chinese 
got 
also instructed its charge 
d’affl 
here that a full reply to the Sol 
Union will be forthcoming as soon 
the full text of the ultimatum Is an 
able. 
The note stressed the fact that mea­ 
sures taken by the Chinese in Man­ 
churia when they seized the railway 
were necessary, but could not possibly 
affect the existing diplomatic relations 
between Russia and China. Chu Zao- 
Yang, Chinese minister to 
Moscow, 
now at Nanking, will be sent to tbs 
Russian capital soon, the nots said* 
presumably to begin negotiations. 
"If the Soviet government," the nots 
stated, "has some opinions to advanes 
we can begin sooner, in a mutual and 
sincere consideration of them. 
Our 
opinion is that all affairs can bs re­ 
solved on the basis of existing rela­ 
tions.” 
It was stated here 
authoritatively 
the Soviet government would 
no response to this preliminary 
until it received the final reply to 
full text of the ultimatum, 
derstood the Soviet Union would 
sider that its ultimatum expires \ 
tonight, thus allowing for time 
transmission. 
v‘ ' 
While Moscow has received no re­ 
quest from the Nanking government 
for an extension in Urns to reply to 
its ultimatum, the Russian 
£ovem- 
ment was most anxious for pacific so­ 
lution of the problem and stood ready 
to stretch a point. 
The populace, unaware of the sud­ 
den turn for the 
better, 
continued 
demonstrations today. They paraded 
through the streets, sang revolution­ 
ary and patriotic songs and listened 
to fiery speeches against the "imper­ 
ialists.”

sense of relief from the newspapers 
w hich displayed the news prominent­ 
ly. 
The new spapers published all the 
details, but refrained from comment­ 
ing on the new development of the 
situation. 
The relief felt was prompted princi­ 
pally by the fact that while the Chin­ 
ese note was obviously evasive and 
m ore or less obscure, It 
proved 
at 
least th at China was not ignoring the 
situation and was apparently 
ready 
for some sort of negotiations. 
The press today recorded with es­ 
pecial pride the participation of thou­ 
sands of Chinese residents of Vladi­ 
vostok and of other cities in the far 
east in recent anti-Mukden and anti- 
N anking demonstrations. 
Asiatic students at the

THE oratory of tho old days which pleaded a canso and gained 
consent of auditors through sheer beauty of words and imagery 
backed by substantial facts has not perished from the earth, bul 
these fires stirring the imagination and provoking action are still 
set in motion by such men as Foreign Minister Briand in the cham 
ber of deputies at Paris. 
Today friends and foes alike credited him with playing a 
major part in winning for Premier Poincare assurance of ratifi­ 
cation of the Mellon-Berenger debt settlement. 
Credit is given Briand for talking the opposition into yield­ 
ing without a tight. 
Briand, as mentioned in an Associated Press 
dispatch, brought the house down by his stout-hearted defense of 
tile United Slates in the face of a chamber where1 goading Amer­ 
ica has been a popular sport for the past month. 
Tho c o u r a g e 
of the foreign minister iii standing up for the United States 
“Shylock” won the admiration even of his bitterest opponents. 
“I had the formidable honor of being bead of the government 
when the Americans entered the war. 
I know whereof I speak,’’ 
M. Briand shouted dramatically. 
“The enemy was in the suburbs of Verdun. 
Those were 
hours of anguish. 
No one then believed that victory would perch 
upon our bags.” 
The chamber listened in stunned silence as his eloquence rose 
to a climax. 
“ In that desperate moment we called upon I he men of t he 
United States for our just cause. 
However hitter may be our in­ 
ternal deflates in this painful discussion, I can hear tile heart of 
France beating in gratitude to America. 


“ I ani saying these words so thai the people across the seas 
will know that there are some moments Frenchmen will never for­ 
get. 
I am repeating them because if ever iii the future the U rrible 
hardships which we have weathered should again strike our coun­ 
try and France again need the assistance of her friends, the latter 
should not be able to say: 'We cannot expose ourselves to ingrati­ 
tude/ ” 
The entire chamber rose to its feed and cheered, while the 
emotional Franklin-Bouillon shouted: “ I withdraw my motion.” 
The chamber continued sitting fat into the night despite the 
most torrid weather experienced iii Paris ibis year. 
The ther­ 
mometer was 93 in the shade and there had been little shade under 
the glass dome of the chamber of deputies.

I Fairbanks.

is offered

HEALTH BUILDER 


Fed to Live Stock, It Also 
Provides Iodine in Milk. 


Perhaps there is nothing new under 
the sun, but the new uses often found 
for old things are amazing enough to 
keep as interested in life. 
For In­ 
stance, seaweed. 
When the hogs owned by J. M. Bal­ 
lard, of lndiunn. won the grand cham­ 
pionship at the last International Live­ 
stock show In Chicago, most of tile 
farmers who innulred about their diet' 


were" amazed fo find m at rney were 
being fed kelp, a rough brown-leaf sea­ 
weed that grows in profusion off both 
American coasts. 
Prof. Oscar Erf. of the Ohio State 
university, wus the first to experiment 
with kelp as live stock f*-e<l. 
His suc­ 
cess prompted experiments at Purdue 
university, and later ones at the Iowa 
and Utah agricultural experiment sta­ 
tions. It was found that the weed con­ 
tained at least 30 important chemical 
elements and was especially rich In 
iodine, in which several regions of the 
country are deficient, says the Farm 
Journal. 
Mixed In a very small pro­ 
portion with other feed It proved to 
have 
decidedly 
valuable 
medicinal 
qualities. 
Not only has this addition to animal 
diet helped the animals. It also is pro­ 
viding a means of supplying iodine to 
the ■tinman population. 
“ It has been definitely proved that 
by using kelp In n cow’s ration iodine 
can he fed into the milk. 
Chicago 
physicians 
are 
recommending 
this 
iodized milk to their patients.” says 
the Farm Journal article, adding that 
similar experiments with 
eggs 
are 
proving successful. 
Strangely enough, kelp has been 
used for many years In the making of 
iodine Itself, although it never occurred 
to anyone that Its health-giving prop 
erties could be transm itted directly to 
human and animal uses. 
That is, it 
had never occurred to anyone In the 
United States until recently. 
Over In 
Japan, wise little Orientals have been 
eating seaweed for ages, and Occl 
dental visitors generally have regard­ 
ed it as a primitive habit. 


Good Market Seen for 
Right Kind of Colts 
For about the first time In 15 years 
the old time horse dealer is in his 
glory 
now, 
says 
W. 
II. 
Peters, 
chief of the division of animal hus­ 
bandry of the University of Minne­ 
sota. 
This 
year 
the 
demand 
for 
horses has been such that most any 
old kind of a horse could he sold for 
some kind of a price and any good 
horse could he gold for a good price. 
“The time has finally arrived,” says 
Professor Peters, “when all that farm ­ 
ers need to do to Insure a good profit­ 
able horse market for,several years to 
come is to go ahead and raise colts 
provided they nave good big mares to 
mate to good big stallions. 
“The need for horses Is so groat, 
however, that many farmers are likely 
to decide to begin raising colts from 
whatever mares they have, the com­ 
mon, Inferior ones as well as the good, 
big ones. 
This will he the quickest 
and surest way of creating an over 
supply of inferior horses in a few 
years and destroying what would be­ 
come a permanent profitable market 
for horses if every fanner would re­ 
solve to raise only good, useful colts.” 


Brood Sows Should Be 
Fed Very Little Grain 
Brood sows should he given very 
little grain for 24 hours after farrow­ 
ing hht should have all the water they 
desire. 
Tile first feed given after far­ 
rowing should he limited in amount 
and fed as a thin slop. 
The ariiount 
fed is Increased gradually as the pigs 
need more milk, until In IO or lo days 
the sow is being fed all she will eat. 
The brood sow’s ration during the 
suckling period should he slightly lax­ 
ative and provide for Increased milk 
production to meet the needs of the 
pigs.
